Cooperative Marketing, Flow of 


Capital and Transporta- 


tion Changes Urged

Washington — President 
Harding, 


cpenmg the national agricultural con- 
ference, hers Monday, outlined a com- 
prehensive program for meeting "the 
grim reality of the present crisis in 
agriculture.'" 


Warning that if ths nation fails to 


aid the farmer it will "precipitate a. 
disaster that will effect every indus- 
trial and commercial 
activity," the 


president made seven specific recom- 
mendations to the 325 leaders of agri- 
culture and related lines here for tne 
confsrence. These were: 
1. Extension of farmers* coopera- 


tive marketing organizations. Hard 
jng 
indorsed 
indirectly 
legislature 


now pending In congress to exempt 
these organizations from ths working 
of the anti-trust laws, long held to be 
one of the principal barriers to their 
growth. 


NEED CAPITAL 


2. Provision 
must be made 
for 


much greater "working capital" for 
the farmers. 
Msans must be taken 


by the government and private bus! 
ness to insure that "turnover capital 
shall be generously 
supplied to the 
farmers and on as reasonable terms 
as to other industries " 
3. The 
government must place 


more essential and scientific mforma 
tlon at the disposal of the farmers 
and their marketing organization. 


4. To aid both the farmer and con- 
sumer, measures must be taken to 
prevent 
violent 
price 
fluctuations 


which result "from unorganized and 
haphazard production." 


5. The farmers will be benefited py 
far-seeing 
and wise transportation 


policies. In this connection the presi- 
dent recommended a greater use of 
waterways and suggested that even_ 
tually nearly all of the railroads of 
the country be electrified. He also 
risked arousing the ire of eastern Re- 
publicans by giving 
unqualified in- 


dorsement to the great lakes water- 
way project, recently framed by the 
international joint commission, which 
would enable ocean liners to dock at 
great lakes poits. 


RECLAIM LANDS 


6. The fullest development of na- 


tional resources through increased re- 
clamation of arid cutover and swamp 
lands.

The nation must obtain a new 


•conception of the farmers peaos "in 
our social and economic scheme" and 
must realize that the farmer of today 
is a combination of the expert scien- 
tist,'the businessman and the worker.

man of the joint congressional com- 
mission on agricultural inquiry, per- 
manent chairman of the reference. 


WALLACE ASKS REMEDY 


"Wallace called upon the cjnference 


to look into

some means to bridge the problem. 
He suggested discussion of:

Anderson cited figures to show how 
that present freight rates had much 
to do with the present depression of 
agriculture and sketched a picture of 
the trsrnendous drop in crop values 
with the attendant 
reaction on the 


farming communities.

I con- 
fess the firm belief that in the public 
life of a people so intelligent as the 
American nation most pioblems may 
be regarded as well on the way to 
solution when they are once reduced 
to their simplest terms and generally 
understood.

such a general understanding of the 
critical

now confronting 


American agriculture. 


DON'T SUFFER ALONE 


Concerning the grim reality of the 


present crisis in agriculture, 
there 


can be no 
differences 
of opinion 


among informed people. The depres 
sion and discouragements 
are 
not 


peculiar to agriculture, and I think it 
fair to say there could have been no 
avoidance of a great slump from war 
tims excesses to the 
hardships 
of 


readjustments 
"We t-aii have no help- 


ful understanding by assuming that 
agriculture suffers alone, but we may 
fairly recognize the fundamental diffl- 
eultoas which accentuate the agricul- 
tural discouragements, 
and 
menace 


the healthful life of this basic and ab- 
solutely necessary industry. 


ALIVE TO CRISIS 


The administration has been keen 


ly alive to the 
situation, 
and has 


given encouragement and support to 
every measure which it believed cal- 
culated to .ameliorate the condition of 
agriculture. In the effort to finance 
crop mo\ements, to expand foreign 
markets, to expand credits at home 
and abroad, much has been accom- 
plished. These have been, it is true, 
largely in the nature of emergency 
measures. So long as the emergency 
continues, it must be dealt w'lth as 
such but at the same time there is 
every reason for us to consider those 
permanent 
modifications of policy 


which may make relief 
permanent, 


may secure agriculture so far as pos- 
sible against the danger that such 
conditions~will sfirise again and plac^ 
it as an industry ,vm the firmest and 
most assured position for the future. 


FIRST IN WAR 
It is a curious fact that agriculture 


has always been the first line of sup- 
port of communities In war, and too 
commonly the victim of those 
dis- 


tresses which emanate 
from 
great 


conflicts. 
Even in our own times and under 


the most modern and enlightened es 
tablishments the soil has continued to 
enjoy less liberal institutions for its 
encouragement and promotion than 
many other forms of industry. Com- 
merce and manufacturing have been 
afforded ample financial facilities for 
their encouragement and expansion 
while agriculture on the whole has 
lagged behind. The merchant, 
the 


manufacturer, the great instruments 
of public transportation, 
have been 


provided methods by which they en- 
list necessary capital more 
readily 


than does the farmer 


INDUSTRY GETS CAPITAL 


The great industrial corporation 


sells its bond in order to get wrhat we 
may call it-3 fixed or plant 
capital. 


just as the farmer sells a mortgage 
on his land in order to get nt least a 
large part of his fixed or plant capital 
I am not commending the bonding or 
mortgage 
system 
of capitalization 


rather only recognizing a. fact 
But 


there in larae pnrt the analogy ends. 
Both the manufacturer and the farm 
er still require provision of working 
oTpital 
The 
manufacturer, whose 


turnover is rapid, finds that in the 
seasons when 
he needs 
unusual 


amounts of working capital he can go 
to the bank and borrow on short time 
notes 
His turnover is rapid, and the 


money will come back in time to meet 
his short term oblication. But 
the 


farmer's is a different case His turn- 
over period is .« long one; his annual 
pi eduction is small compared to the 
amount of investment 
For 
almost 


anv crop the turnover period is at 
least a year- for livestock it mav re 
cixure two or three voars for a single 
turnover 
Vet the fanner 
is com- 


pelled 
if he borrows his working 


capital to borrow for short periods, 
to renew his paner several times bo 
fore his tnrno\er is possible, and ti 
take the e-haive that if ho is called 
noon at an untimely moment to nay 
ofl ITS notes he may be comnolled to 
sacrifice growing c rons or unfinished 
livestock.

needs to hax-e provisions, adapted to 
his 
requirements- 
for extension of 


credit to nt-o'inoo his vorkinj capital.

government, as at present constituted, 
participate in international action? 


This question is 
being seriously 


discussed in, official quarters as a di- 
rect consequence of the very evident 
opposition which is brewing in the 
United 
States senate 
toward 
the 


treaties negotiated by the 
executive 


branch of the government at the arms 
conference but it has a relation also 
to whether the United States will be 
represented at the economic confer- 
ence at Genoa. 


LEARNED LESSON 


Remembering that the senate re- 


fused to ratify the treaty of Versailles 
and the 
diminished diplomatic in- 


fluence of the executive branch of the 
American government the fear is ex 
pressed that perhaps the senate wl^ 
again repudiate the 
executive and 


demonstrate that whether the admin- 
istration be Republican or Demo- 
cratic, the legislative branch of the 
government is the final authority in 
America on foreign affairs. 


The Harding administration taking 


its lesson from the experience of' its 
predecessor which 
negotiated 
the 
treaty of Versailles covering as many 
as 200 subjects, outlined a 
simple 


program for the present conference— 
Far Eastern affairs and reduction of 
armament. The land armament prob 
lem was abandoned and the program 
was still further narrowed down. Now 
it looks as if those two items would 
cause such disagreements as to en- 
danger the ratification of the principal 
treaties. 


FEAR POLITICS 
What use therefore, is it for the 


executive branch of the government 
to think about mere 
international 


conferences as for example the one at 
Genoa? To mention.political,confer-, 
ences of-Sn international—character is 
to scare away anv chance of American 
participation. Were it not for 
the 


pressing necessity of helping in 
the 


economic restoration of the world, th3 
Harding cabinet would pursue a po1- 
Icy of political isolation altogether but 
every day the 
European 
economic1 


problem grows more dangerous to 
America's economic status 
and the 


government here !•? loath to turn its 
back on the Genoa conference if that 
meeting should offer even the slight 
eat chance of economic recovery for 
the European continent. 


But the program of the Genoa con- 


ference includes German reparations 
and the French premier says he will 
not discuss that. It includes discus- 
sion of the status of Russia and there 
is opposition everywhere to the recog- 
nition of the soviet government on po- 
litical grounds Until the political and 
economic phases of the 
Genoa pro 


gram are disassociated America's par- 
ticipation may be considered as very 
doubtful.

Became secretary to ModMg- 
nor Ranipolla afterward cardinal 
Rampolla when the prelate was 
papal nuncio to Madrid, Spain in 
1883.Returned to Rome with Cardi- 
nal Rampolla and entered the 
MXTetaryship of state, one of the 
"iiiinutanti" in 1887.

cjphcr in 1901 tinder Cardinal 
Merry Del Val.

POPE BENEDICT IS DEAD AND 


THE WOLRD MOURNS 


The sudden and untimely death of 


Pope Benedict came as a distinct shock, 
not only to the throe hundred million 
Catholics of whom he was the.-spiritual 
head but to the world at large. Although 
officially the spiritual head of the great 
Catholic church and primarily devoted to 
the interests and welfare of that organiza- 
tion, yet his influence radiating to and 
permeating, as it did. every phase of hu- 
manitarian and international questions, 
at once gave to him a world prominence 
such as few of his predecessors attained. 
Certain it is no other pontiff ever assumed 
the duties of Peter's throne burdened 
•with and confronted by so many grave 
and perplexing problems as Pope Bene- 
dict. 
That he brought to the settlement 


of these vexatious questions not only rare 
ability and exceptional training! but what 
•was far more important in such a crisis. 
an unselfish spirit of justice, charity and 
brotherly love, is a fact conceded by all 
people, regardless of race or creed. 


Pope Benedict was elevated to the 


throne at a time when the world was 
struggling through the convulsions of the 
most savage and devastating war in the 
history of time. 
He found not only the 


great nations of the world in mortal com- 
bat but his own devoted people aligned 
against each other wherever their patri- 
otic duty called them. 
Through all this 


trying ordeal the pontiff maintained a dig- 
nified neutrality and pursued a policy of 
broad-minded Christian diplomacy which 
claimed for him the admiration 
and 


esteem of the civilized world. 
Though 


a native of Italy by birth and blood, he 
was unaffected by the natural prejudice 
of race or creed in his dealings with the 
great questions incident to the World war. 
He labored zealously for the welfare and 
comfort of the heroes of every battlefield 
and every prison pen. and his service 
particularly in the exchange of war pris- 
oners, enshrines his name upon, the roll of 
national war heroes. 
His efforts to ter- 


minate the war while futile, were a pow- 
erful -appeal to righteousness and con- 
ciliation and made a deep impression tipon 
the world. 


IMany there are who consider it a re- 


grettable fact that Pope Benedict was not 
permitted to enjoy a fitting reward for his 
self-sacrificing war service by a seat at the 
peace table. 
A significant thing in this 


connection is the fact that his native 
country. Italy, joined with France. Eng- 
land and Russia in a combined effort to 
bar him from having anything to do with 
making peace. 
It is fair to assume that 


his presence there would have had a be- 
nign influence upon the questions under 


. consideration. His interests were neitlu-r 


Italian. French nor .English. 
He hnew 


neither nation, race nor creed, as he had 
millions of his people represented by all 
of the contending elements and forces. He 
Would have been therefore able to rise 
above personal jealousies and national 
ambitions, and his voice would have been 
heard on the 
Fide of justice and fair 


dealing. 


The world lias sustabi"d a distinct loss 


in the death of Pope Benedict. 
lie was 


not only a great church man but a scholarly 
and astute statesman, whose inibiciice t'os- 
morality, and spirituality thf world can 
ill afford to lose in these troublesome 
times. 


The regard in which 
Benedict 
was 


held is attested by the resumption of rela- 
tion between the Vatican and flic various 
powers engaged in the recent world con- 
flict. 
At the beginning of the war only 


ten nations had diplomatic representa- 
tives at the Vatican while now twenty-five 
nations are there represented. 
The pope 


took a keen interest iu settlement of the 
Irish controversy, and he had the satis- 
faction, which must have been great in- 
deed, 1o see peace restored in Ireland on 
the basis that met with his approval. He 
was essentially a huma.ni1arian. unselfish 
to Ills devotion to the welfare and happi-

Commerce and finance move through 


alternating periods of prosperity and ad- 
versity in accordance with certain unwrit- 
ten laws closely related to the principle 
of supply and demand. The simple func- 
tion of money is not to increase or de- 
crease 
Imsiness. 
or production or con- 


sumption, but to conform to the needs of 
commerce. 
I'ommerce includes all proii- 


able occupations engaged in production, 
distribution and 
consumption—agricul- 


ture, manufacture, mining, trade and 
transportation. 
Prosperity is the result 


of the successful coordination of all these 
groups. ;ind not 
of the 
activity of 


any one. 


The "dirt farmer" if appointed will be 


an efficient and useful member of the Fed- 
eral Reserve board only in the event he 
has 
an understanding of finance and 


recognizes the fact that all lines of com- 
merce arc interdependent. 


As to the Federal Reserve board and 


the Federal Reserve banks, it is impera- 
tive that they should not be subject to 
political influences or to the domination 
of any of the great commercial groups. 
They should be organized and directed 
impartially-in the interest of commerce in 
general. 
There is a supply and demand 


of money, as well as of products 
and 


goods, and the volume of money should 
regulate itself, almost automatically, to 
the commercial supply and demand. This 
fact seems to be more or less generally 
understood. 


There i?. however, a distinction as to 


the uses of money or credit that appears 
to be commonly misunderstood. 
This is 


that commercial money cannot be divert- 
ed to permanent investment which is not 
a liquid asset. 
This is a misconception 


which is the cause of much dissatisfaction 
and also of financial and commercial dis- 
turbances. 
The functions of commercial 


banking s.nd the uses of money should be 
investigated more fully by the public. 
The distinction seems to be understood 
and applied by the Federal Reserve board, 
and it is important that it shall not be 
lost sight of. 


LAST YEAR'S LOSSES 


IMr. J. Ogdeii Armour's statement 


that the Armour companies last year lost 
•$31.709.817. or five per cent on trans- 
actions totaling --iiGOO.000.000 stands 
out as a conspicuous illustration of the re- 
verses that were usual in commerce. Very 
few los.sc-s were as large in amount as Ar- 
mour'.-,, but many were larger in percen- 
tage or ration. The significant and reas- 
suring thing about these losses is that 
they have not produced bankruptcy. 


The remainder of practical value in this 


connection is that losses were the rule last 
year. 
There were idle men because there 


wejv idle plants, and both idle men and 
idle plants lost money. Combinations of 
untoward circumstances resulted in loss- 
es also to the farmers. 


The important point for the corpora- 


tion executive, to bear in mind is that he 
lias no reason to complain if lie, considers 
the status of workmen and farmers. 
At 


the same time the farmers must take into 
account that their losses were the common 
rule and not the exception, and workmen 
must 
acknowledge 
that 
their losses, 


throucrh unemployment, were but normal 
consequences of the world-wide reaction. 


Jl certainly is not lotrieal for any group 


to feel that it. alone, was entitled to pros- 
per, or Hint it. alone, suffered from ad- 
versity. 
The duty now is for all to co- 


operate for the general good.

Of course a very 
ard'boiled egg must be more thoroly broken up by 
hewing, or by grating or something, than a soft 
oiled egs, if it is to be quickly acted on by the 
astric juice. 
Raw egg is just as readily digested as cooked egg, 
ut we do not derive so much energy from the raw 
-hite as we do from the cooked white, because 
omething in the raw egg interferes with the action 
f pepsin and the dissolving of the 
white, 
and 


herefore part of the nutritive value is lost if we 
-ike eggs raw. 
This is no argument against the 


se of raw eggs in certain cases where forced feed- 
ng may be required, if the physician so prescribes. 
t is an argument against the indiscriminate use 
f raw eggs in place of cooked eggs or other food, 
nd against the taking of raw eggs near the or- 
nary meal time, provided one is eating meals. Of 
ourse it is silly to imagine one can 
derive any 


aluable effect from raw eggs that is not as cer- 
ainly derived from cooked eggs. 


When eggs and milk are taken mixed together 
le egg digests as readily and as quickly as egg 
lone digests and the mi'.k digests a shade more 


L-kly than when milk alone is taken, because 


he egg white tends to prevent the formation of 
oo large curds—milk always must curdle in diges- 
on. 
Meat is rather more readily digested by a weak 
tomach, as in the case of an invalid, than egg, be- 
ause meat contains substances (extractives) which 
timulate the secretion of gastric juice and the 
ther digestive processes, and stimulate appetite; 
gg contains no extractives. But for ordinary folk, 
ggs ace meat as certainly -as fish or hot dog is 


meat. 
No family with a going hen in the garage j 


eed toady socially to the butcher man. 
This ap- 


'.ies as well to a duck in . the cellar or a turkey 
n the orchard, both birds producing an article egg- 
actly as readily digested as the fruit of the hen. 
'o meat, save possibly liver and sweetbreads, can 
ompare in nutritive value, ounce for ounce, with 
ggs. especially when we remember that most mus- 
ic meat contains few if any vitamins, whereas egg 
elk is a much better source of vitamines 
than 


east, for example, containing all three vitamines, 
•hile yeast contains but one.

Another objection is the 


exorbitant price of yeast. Finally it is extremely 
difficult to grow yeast in quantities and keep the 
growth uncontaminated, ultho our 
grandmothers 


grew a very pure and satisfactory strain of yeast 
for breadmaking by exchanging "starters" 
fre- 


quently, and they used potato water to grow it in. 
Yeast contains but one class of vitamines, the wa- 
ter soluble factor, which is seldom lacking in the 
diet in America, altho in the tropics the poorer peo- 
p'.o, living largely on polished rice. HOmotimcs de- 
vrlop ben-ben as a result of deprivation of the wa- 
ter soluble vitamino. That condition is prevented 
and cured by f coding the rice polishings. or better 
by using yellow, brown, red (unpolished) rice in- 
stead of the ''refined" stuff.

jeopardy. It is very doubtful if Eng- 
land would consent to the occupation 
of the Ruhr, in case of Germany not 
paying, as she, like the United States, 
does not look upon the prolonged oc- 
cupation of the Rhine with great en- 
thusiasm. Thus a paradoxical situa- 
tion is created; France in working and 
fighting for the execution of the Ver- 
sailles treaty, is working and fighting 
to destroy the alliance which brought 
about this treaty. But unfortunate'y 
the paradoxx exists in

itself, which in its very

in executable.
